The community was shocked this morn- 


ine on learning that an old and honorable 
citizen, the Bev. David P. Bnnn, had 
been found dead in bis bed at his resi- 
dence, No. '540 West Main street. He 
passed away quietly, in death looking 
ca'ra and peaceful, lying npon his bed 
with one arm at his aide, the other across 
his body, one limb uncovered and nis 
head resting on the pillow. Near by on 
the coverlet were his spectacles where he 
had been in the habit of placing them on 
retiring at night, so that he could get 
them easily in the morning. Kev. Bunn, 
who was in the 76th year ot his age, was 
in his usual good health last night when 
he retired. He was down town yester- 


day, 
having gone to Mrs. Maxwell's 


boarding house for breakfast Part of 
the residence is occupied by Charles 
Stoddard and fan ily, and lately the de- 
ceased had been taking his meals with 
the Stoddard family. He was in the sit- 
ting room last evening until 8 o'clock, 
playing with the children and chatting 
in his customary genial manner with the 
household. He retired shortly after 8 
o'clock 
aud 
during 
the night he 


was heard to get up and attend to the 
fire in his room, as had been his custom. 
At 6:30 o'clock this morning when Mrs. 
Stoddard wont into Bov. Bunn'e room to 
start a fire, u look at the face of the agec 
minister disclosed the fact that he was 
dead. The body was still warm, but the 
spark o£ life hnd gone out, probably less 
than an hour before. There was no ap- 
pearance of a struggle, the final summons 
coming quickly, giving the veteran 
quick and peaceful death. Eelatives anc 
friends were summoned to the residence 
as quickly as possible, and the manner o 
tho death, which was unquestionably 
natural, was explained. The sands o 
life had run out, and now there is noth 
ing left for the sorrowing children, wh 
have lost their best friend, but to pre 
pare tor the fnnernl of their honored an 
loving father who has lived among us t 
a ripe old nge. 


The deceased was widely known as 


Universalist preacher, who has partiei 
pated in many famous discussions o 
doctrinal points. One was held in Pow- 
ers' Hall before 1860. His competitor on 
that occasion was Elder Franklin, a 
Christian minister from Cincinnati. It 
continued several days, and was heard by 
great crowds of people. He was raised a 
Methodist. His father and mother were 
Methodists and died in that faith. Rev. 
Bunn waa a member of the Methodist 
church until he removed to McLean 
county, this state, in 1836. A short time 
later by accident he cnme into possession 
of a book on TJniversalism written by 
Father Hosea Ballon. He read the work 
closely and also other books on the eame 
subject by other authors. He had often 
said in public and private that the effect 
of those books on him was to entirely 
change the world—the same as tearing 
away the veil and letting the light stream 
in. From that time he became a firm 
believer and preacher of the doctrine of 
Universalism and died in the foith. His 
services were much sought after on 
funeral and marriage occasions, not only 
in Decatur but elsewhere. Last Sunday 
he preached two sermons at Boody, and 
on the Wednesday before he married 
couple at that place. He came home 
Monday and spent Christmas with his 
children and grandchildren. 


David P. Bunn was born in Koss 


county, Ohio, August 10, 1812, and was 
in the 76th year of his age at time of his 
death. He lived in Ohio until 1836, when 
the family removed to a farm near Bloom 
ington, 111., where they resided until 1840 
when they located on a farm in Friend 
Creek township, this county, three mile 
north of Argenta. It was at this tim 
that Rev. Bunn began preaching Univer 
salism, und in 1842 he was stationed in 
charge of the church at Mt. Pulaski, HI 
to which town the family removed. Th 
deceased filled appointments at De«atnr 
Springfield, Rochester and other points 
In 1848 Rev. Bunn was called to becom 
pastor of the First Universalist church a 
Iowa City, Iowa. He remained there 
year, returning to Mt. Pulaski with h 
family in 1849. He resumed preachin 
there until his removal to Decatur in 
the spring of 1854, when he became 
tho 
regular pastor of 
the 
society 


in this city, filling other 
appoint- 


ments. 
When the war broke out 


he enlisted in the Federal service and be- 
cume chaplain of the 5Gth Illinois Regi- 
ment. He was mustered into the service 
Feb. 27, 1862, serving about 18 months. 
Ho resigned because of ill health. He 
came homo sick and was ill a long time) 
very near dying. His later years have 
been given up to the active ministry, 
preaching in Decatur, Mt. Pulaski, Sa- 
dorus, Vermilion, in Indiana and nt 
Boody. 


The deceased was first, married to Mary 


K. Moser in Ross county, Ohio, when he 
was but ] 9 years old. His wifr died in 
Decatur in 1878. The children of this 
marriiigu were Mrs. Ann Post, who died 
in 1880; she was the wife of the late 
Captain J. S. Post; Mrs. Amelia D. 
Harry, who died in 1874; her husband 
was the late W. B. Harry. The surviv- 
ing children are Mrs. Nellie MaxweU 
and Attorney D. L. Bunn, of Decatur, 
and Mrs. Mary E. Rockwell of Taylor- 
ville, II!. Since the death of his first 
wife the deceased was twice married. He 
leaves a widow. 


Rev. 
Bnnn was a charter member o: 


Beaumanoir Commandery No. 9, Knights 
Templar, was a member of other Masonic 
lodges, and also a member of Decatur 
Lodge No. G5,1. O. O. F. 


The death of Rev. D. P. Bunn removes 


from our midst a nobleand'genial gentle 
man who has been a familiar figure on 
the streets nnd in social circles for ovei 
thirty years. He was a man of refine. 
ment and intelligence—a man whose ac 
quaintance was highly prized and who 
was a true friend. He knew many old 
people. It was hisdeiight to mingle with 
them, to talk over old times and chat 
pleasantly about social and other events 
in wnich he had taken part. He was es 
pecially the friend of the young men an 
children. All received a cordial greeting 
and a warm grasp of the hand from Parson 
Bunn. They will meet him no more in 
this life, but they will cherish his mem 
ory like that of fond father and a loving 
brother. 


The funeral will takeJplace at the Uni

WORLD'S EIGHTH WONDER.

claims to be the eighth wonder of the world, 
and with much truth, for the growth of 
such a city from a mere sutler's village, in 
the life time of one man, has never before 
occurred. Before the great firo of October, 
1871, Chicago was, for the most part, cheaply 
built; but now her buildings arc made as 
solid as thoto of London, and every large 
structure recently completed is aa beautiful 
as it is useful. The Armour Mission building, 
with all its accompaniments, ('i-es Chicago 
the most liberal charitable nibiitution In the 
world. The late Joseph Armour bequeathed 
$100,000 for the purpose; his brother Philip 
added {300,000, and the building ia erected at 
tiw •ornar of Thirty-third and Buttarfisld

The aim was to 
construct, in general Romanesque, a very 
elaborate building, yet leave the exterior in 
the rough sufllcient to prevent any appearance 
of over ornamentation.

H. Unlike most office buildings, it has no 
interior court, deriving all its light from the 
exterior. Still such is the ingenuity of the 
plan, there u a good light throughout th» 
building. Seven elevators accommodate the 
occupants. The building is sard to rent for 
about $100,000. The foundations of thi» 
building are composed of concrete and steel 
rails, thui securing adequate strength, with 
an economy of room. When the first great 
office buildings were erected in Chicago th« 
matter of securing suitable foundations 
puzzled the most experienced architects of 
the time, but the younger and bolder arcni- 
tects came to the front, and by careful meas- 
urements and experiments, calculated the 
weight the clay stratum, which is twelve 
feet below grade, would bear; and now they 
do not hesitate to run up their twelve story 
buildings if only they have the regulation 
breadth of foundation. The Rialto is said to 
have cost nearly $750,000.

BROOKLYN, Dec 20.—The death of Mra. 


Mary E. Dunlovy in Brooklyn some tim« 
ago, 
ended the career of one of the great for- 


gotten heroines of tho country. She was a 
Maine girl in ths days when the grcnt indus- 
try of the Granite state was ship building. 
She man icrl Capt. John "U". Dunlevy, ot 
Bath, Me., and accompanied him on all his 
voyage?. In April, 1&30, wilh their two lit- 
tle children, they sailed in tho ship Grotto to 
Safjuo la Grande, Cuba, where they look in a 
largo and valuable cargo. On Juno 5, of 
that year, thoy weighed anchor and set sail 
for Fayol in tho Azores. 
Tho ship waa 


stanch, well provisioned and equipped, and 
had a crew of twenty able seamen. The day 
after thoy started a&ailor fell sick with yel- 
low fover of tho most malignant type, and 
died the samo evening. Tho next day four 
wore- attacked, of whom two died 
Seven 


men were dead and all the crew helpless with 
that terrible disease, when the captain who, 
up to that time, had been indefatigable in bin 
efforts to save crew and ship, hkoiviso sick- 
ened and within twenty-four hours died, The 
only well ones left were Mrs. Dunlovy, two 
seaman and the two children. On this day, 
after burying hor husband, sho took the- sex- 
tant and found herself to bo in hit. 28 N., 
long. 76 \V., about 500 miles from whoro they 
had started. 


Nothing daunted, she took command of th» 


vessel and slowly navigated it toward New 
York. By carefully nursing the sick seamen, 
sho -ioon had a few strong enough to spend an 
hour each at tho wheel, and then be relieved. 
Sho herself did all the navigation, taking uei 
reckoning every day at noon and on such 
evenings as Tho Nautical Almanac recom 
mended. The weather fortunately was very 
fair, a five knot breeze tho first week, and 
tho temperature comfortably cool 
When 


tho wind did freshen enough sailors had con- 
valesced to shorten sail. Ou July 4, ISoli, bha 
had the proud satisfaction of seeing Handy 
Hook light and hailing a Now York pilot. 
Her remarkable courage and ability were 
everywhere applauded, and sho vt as made 
the lion of tho day. Tho underwriters passec 
hor a vote of thanks, and what was mori 
substantial, gave her n handsome sum 
money as salvage of vesel and rargo. Mrs 
Dunlevy aftor this fearful e'l"1! nnro coul< 
never bo induced to go on t,:i" • .;<r again 
Her feeling went so far as to 11< juuo ferr; 
boats andsonnd steamers. Shes< Mom < rossec 
over to Nc^ York from Brooklyn, andnevq 
used a water route when she could travo 
by rail.
